i Americans in th e Far East h ave 
Tbeen advised repeatedly to return 
to th is country and it was under­ 
stood th at arrangements are being 
made to provide sh ips for th e re­ 
moval of th ose in Sh angh ai wh o 
wish to leave before th e marine 
with drawal. 
No Connection 
Mr. Roosevelt would not con­ 
nect th e marine removal with th e 
status of U. S.-Japanese relations 
and th e impending “peace” talks 
among officials h ere and Saburo 
Kurusu, Japan’s ace diplomat wh o 
arrived in San Francisco today. 
R e por t e r s made several at­ 
tempts to link th e two JMpres, 
asking th e President wh ejjfr h e 
believes th e “American pe opl e 
realize th e seriousness of th e Far 
Eastern situation.” He replied th at 
h e th ough t th e country was aware 
of it. 
a 
He th en was asked “wh eth er 
“ th ere will be war righ t away in 
. th e Far East,” and h e answered 
P th at h e sincerely trusted th ere 
would not. 
“Can war with Japan be avoid­ 
ed?” a reporter inquired.

If h e answered yes, h e said it 
would be a poor guess. He added 
th at no interpreter of th e inter­ 
national scene knows th e answer. 
Clear Decks For Action 
Th ere was a widespread feeling 
among unofficial sources th at th e 
with drawal qf th e marines was 
ordered to clear th e decks for any 
possible emergency in th e F a r 
East. In event of U. S.-Japanese 
h ostilities, th e small marine forces 
oth erwise would be cut off. 
Wh en h e was asked wh eth er

LONDON, Nov. 14—Th e th ree-year-old, $16,000,000 
aircraft carrier Ark Royal was torpedoed late yesterday 
east of Gibraltar, probably by an Italian submarine, and 
sank early today despite a desperate effort to bring th e 
listing giant safely to port. 
Sh e carried down with h er an undisclosed number of 
men of h er crew of about 1,600 men wh o remained aboard 
in th e struggle to save th e sh ip. 
“ A very' large number of th e sh ip’s company was 
taken off,” th e’ admiralty said, and indications were th at 
personnel losses were “fortunately not h eavy”. 
Th e story of th e sinking, piec-f 
ed togeth er from th e Admiralty’s 
brief announcement and word in 
auth oritative quarters was th at 
th e Ark Royal was not in action 
wh en sh e was torpedoed and th at 
sh e was en route to Gibraltar. 
Th e strong suggestion was th at 
an Italian submarine was th e vic­ 
tor, alth ough th ere was no posi­ 
tive identification. 
Many of th e company remain­ 
ed aboard after th e h it or h its 
and h elped to keep th e Ark Roy­ 
al afloat, in tow, during th e 
h ours of darkness as sh e listed 
furth er and furth er. Many worked 
to th e very end. Sh e finally roll­ 
ed under th e sea sh ort of Gibral­ 
tar and safety. 
Newest Carrier 
Th e loss was belated fulfillment 
of many a German claim, since 
th e beginning of th e war, th at 
th e carrier h ad been sunk. 
Th e concise communique said 
th at th e 22,000-ton floating air­ 
field sank somewh ere on some un­ 
disclosed date wh ile in tow af­ 
ter h aving been torpedoed. 
Sh e was th e th ird aircraft car­ 
rier lost by Britain in th e war| 
and th e newest of th em all. 
Only in an "obituary” of th e 
Ark Royal did th e Admiralty in­ 
dicate th at sh e migh t h ave been 
sunk in th e Mediterranean and 
th is it did by giving th e Medit 
erranean as th e last th eater of 
h er operations. 
In th is case, th e submarine at­ 
tacker migh t well h ave 
been 
Italian. Th e communique identi­ 
fied it only as a “U-boat” wh ich 
wh ile originally a German desig­ 
nation migh t apply also to an 
Italian submarine. 
Th e $16,000,000 vessel was un­ 
der th e command of Capt. L. E. 
H. Maund, but wh eth er th e com-

It apparently 
was th e h ardest h it, alth ough 
nearby G a r de na suffered 
leavily. 
Several gasoline and oil 
lanks and pipe lines burst, 
creating a critical fire h az­ 
ard. But equipment rush ed 
into th e area from Los Ange­ 
les and oth er cities stood 
guard and not a single blaze 
was reported. Amazed police 
reported not a death or in­ 
jury. 
Fire inspectors ordered th e 
busy Columbia Steel mills 
closed down because of seep­ 
age from a broken pipe line. 
Th ree h undred residents of 
a Torrance Mexican pueblo 
were evacuated wh en gasoline 
gush ed from 
two nearby 
storage tanks. Torrance fire 
trucks were moved because 
of extensive damage to fire 
h eadquarters. 
Power was off in some sec 
tions for several h ours and 
teleph one s e r vi c e suffered 
considerably. 
Guests fled th e 30-room

arin ess about it. 
Watch Arriv als 
The authorities are more care­ 
ful about who comes to 
Vichy 
these days. 
Before the train ar­ 
rives, plain -clothes policeman g oes 
throug h the cars an d asks to see 
everyon e’s passport. At the sta 
tion , military g uards are on duty . 
Two sen tries stan d g uard before 
the door of the Hotel 
du Parc 
when ce Marshal Hen ri Philippe 
Petain issues almost ev ery morn 
in g for his brisk stroll aroun d the 
famous old Vichy Park. 
I watched on e press censor at 
work—the woman who 
listens to 
press phon e calls g oin g out of 
Fran ce. She sits at a table cov ­ 
ered with telephon es, her feet on a 
doormat 
for 
warmth 
(Vichy’s 
buildin g s 
are n ot y et heated). 
From time to time she lifts on e of 
her battery of receivers an d lis­ 
ten s, quietly puttin g the receiver 
back if the call is reg ular, cuttin g 
the lin e if n ot. The rest of the 
time she reads mag azin es. 
German s Watch Trains 
Vichy was n ot the on ly special 
passport in spection I had to un ­ 
derg o. On the way in to Fran ce 
from Switzerlan d on e train n ow 
passes throug h occupied Fran ce, 
an d at Poug n y the train stops for 
German customs in spection . With 
an armed g uard at each en d of 
the train , all win dows closed, four 
or five German officers board the 
train an d ask for passports an d 
whether the passen g ers have an y 
letters. 
I was sin g led out, when they 
saw my American 
passport, an d 
asked to leave the train for a 
more thoroug h question in g in the 
spotlessly clean buildin g of the 
Deutsches Zollamt, or customs of­ 
fice. There, with two photog raphs 
of the Fuehrer starin g at me from 
a German station , I was politely 
question ed in German about my 
trip. 
German s Liv e Up 
As the train pulled out of Poug ­ 
n y for the Fren ch border, the 
g reen -un iformed German officers 
lin ed up on the platform. 
‘‘Lovely sig ht!” said the Fren ch­ 
man beside me. 
Farther down the track, a swa­ 
stika flag fluttered in the breeze 
over a farmhouse. 
Work Under Difficulties 
N e w s p a p ers in un occupied 
Fran ce are workin g un der tre­ 
men dous difficulties. Most n ews­ 
prin t an d in k comes from Ger­ 
man y, with the result that the 
German s have a power over the 
Fren ch press even above their 
military hold. The same is true 
for movies, for most film is im­ 
ported from German y. It seems 
remarkable, un der such con dition s, 
that the papers are able to main ­ 
tain the semi-impartiality they 
do. However, on e larg e paper was 
n early 
ban n ed 
for a week for 
headlin in g ‘‘German s Resistin g on 
Eastern Fron t.” The implication 
was too pro-Ally, the g overn men t 
said. 
Papers formerly were told on ly 
what n ot to prin t. Now they are 
told what they must prin t, as well 
as the size of headlin es an d the 
space to be allotted to certain 
types of n ews. 
Despite cen sorship, however, the 
people seem to man ag e to g et the 
n ews. 
On e man showed me a 
Swiss n ewspaper which had been 
cen sored by cuttin g out some sec­ 
tion s with scissors. He kn ew what 
the cen sored section s had con tain ­ 
ed, however, an d was careful to 
in form everyon e in the railway 
compartmen t what had been cut. 
Refugee* Crowd Hotels 
As has been the case sin ce the 
armistice, the hotels of un occu­ 
pied Fran ce are n early always 
crowded with residen t refug ees.

Berl, of Carnegie Institute of 
Technology , 
w h o 
is 
known 
throughout the world for his ex - 
. periments with ersatz materials 
under conditions of both war and 
peace. 
During the World War, 
Dr. 
Berl was director of his native 
Austria’s munitions industry and 
developed many new ersatz ma­ 
terials to aid the Central Pow­ 
ers. The new war 
finds 
him 
working for the United States, 
his adopted home,' ex perimenting 
with materials that may aid in 
the country ’s defense effort. 
“ It is not right to say that 
all substitutes must present a 
lower quality than the products 
they 
replace,” 
Dr. 
Berl 
said, 
pointing to some cases where the 
ersatz product is better than the 
“ real things.” 
Better Saltpeter Produced 
“ Artificial saltpeter 
(used in 
ex plosives) now produced is much 
purer than the natural Chilean 
saltpeter, the scientist ex plained. 
Artificial dy estuffs are much su­ 
perior to the natural ones. Cer­ 
tain sy nthetic rubbers have val­ 
uable properties which natural 
rubber does not have. Ny lon, a 
sy nthetic fiber, is in certain re­ 
spects superior to natural silk. 
Because of this ability to pro­ 
duce chemical substitutes for al­ 
most every necessary 
need in 
war or peacetime, Dr. Berl say s, 
low living 
standards 
are 
“ no 
longer necessary .” 
“ There is no doubt that this 
planet could produce easily all 
the material necessary for a much 
happier life for those now more 
than 2,200,000,000 people on it,” 
he declares. 
Wars Bring Change 
“ Only the weakness in the hu­ 
man character causes these ter­ 
rible events, these wars 
which 
have to be compared 
with dis­ 
eases 
in the life of single in­ 
dividuals.” 
Substitute material necessitat­ 
ed by war conditions had their 
beginning in the Napoleonic Wars, 
he points out. The blockade of 
continental Europe forced 
the 
discovery of beet sugar as a re­ 
placement for cane sugar. 
From that beginning, he adds, 
ersatz development has proceed­ 
ed to the point where almost ev­ 
ery war-time need can be sup­ 
plied by the laboratory . At pres­ 
ent, gun-cotton, previously 
de­ 
pendent upon cotton fibers, now 
can be made from wood, 
and 
even from starch, and gly cerine 
can be salvaged from oil wastes.

This means that every work er in the land, in­ 
cluding those who only get $2 or $3 a day will 
have their wages reduced in order that the 
building work ers in San Diego can get $13 a day, 
no matter how inefficient and incapable they 
may be. 
It seems foolish to call this, robbing the un­ 
protected work ers in the land, a settlement. It is 
no settlement. It is a plain case of thievery. 


AN IMPORTANT APPOINTMENT 
The Board of Education has a very important 
decision to mak e in selecting the new head of 
the junior college to tak e the place of D. K. 
Hammond who is retiring 
While we do not believe in state owned or 
city owned colleges, if we are to have them, we 
should do our best to man them with the men 
who will best promote the American way of life. 
Sufficient salary should be paid, together with 
Santa Ana being a desirable place to live, to 
attract a high caliber man. The Board should 
be in no hurry to mak e the appointment. The 
more applications they have, the better chance 
they have of getting the right man. Acquaint­ 
anceship and social relations should have no bear­ 
ing in selecting the man.

WATCH LITVINOFF 
Josef Stalin’s announcement last week that 
he is sending Maxim Litvinoff to Washington as 
Russia’s ambassador to replace C o n s t a n t i n 
Oumansk y has all the earmark s of being more 
than a routine ambassadorial change. Here is a 
move that' bears watching. 
But a few hours after he announced the change 
Stalin made a speech in which he urged that the 
allied powers open a second fighting front against 
Germany as quick ly as possible. 
Litvinoff is recognized for his shrewd di­ 
plomacy. It will be recalled that it was he who 
came to America shortly after the Roosevelt ad­ 
ministration came into power and persuaded the 
administration to recognize the Reds. 
His second ordered trip to Washington, cou­ 
pled with Stalin's request a few hours later, can 
lead to but one conclusion. He is coming to 
America to persuade the administration to furn­ 
ish the men for the second fighting front, the 
A.E.F. which non-interventionists have been pre­ 
dicting for a long time. 
Congress should double its guard. Terrific 
pressure may be applied upon his arrival. 


THE EDUCATIONAL INFLUENCE OF 
MOTION PICTURES 
The recent conviction of George Browne and 
Willie Bioff for shak ing down the motion picture 
moguls, should give people a better idea of the 
k ind of morals back of the managers of the mo­ 
tion picture business. These managers doctored 
their book s and, thus, defrauded, their stock ­ 
holders, or the work ers were deprived of tne 
money they gave Browne and Bioff. It is hard 
to conceive how any good moral influence can 
come from picture shows controlled and gov­ 
erned by managers who have no respect for 
American principles—managers who are willing 
to compromise and bribe and willing to do most 
anything to mak e money. 
Education from these k inds of influence will 
not help preserve American principles. It will 
tend to degrade and debauch us and lead us into 
wars and confusion. 
It will be remembered that President Roose­ 
velt, four years ago, in an attem pt to disparage 
the newspapers of the nation, commended the 
radio and motion pictures as having “tak en the 
whole nation to school in the nation’s business." 
Now the radios are dominated by the govern­ 
ment and the picture shows are led by men who 
have publicly confessed their ideas of morals 
so there is not much hope that education result­ 
ing from radio or picture shows will promote 
the ideas aspired to by our forefathers.

version of German strength is 
desperately needed to tak e the 
pressure off that hard-pressed 
line which runs all the way from 
Leningrad to the Crimea. Rus­ 
sia has been fighting now for 
more than four months with a 
tenacity which has won the re­ 
spect of all the rest of the world. 
But while H itler has turned the 
full ferocity of his attack against 
her, and while her losses have 
mounted into the millions, Brit­ 
ish help, though promised in 
abundance, has been confined to 
a tiny trick le of material and a 
handful of airmen. Russia wants 
far more than tha t She wants a 
British invasion of the Continent 
which will force the Nazis to 
shift their troops 
to another 
front. 
The fact is. however, that de­ 
spite 
the 
reluctance 
of 
the 
Churchill 
government 
a 
new 
front is actually being created in 
the war—a new western front, it 
might be called, for it runs right 
through the heart of British life. 
It is Russia hereself, rather than 
her ally, who is creating this new 
battleline. It might be called two 
fronts rather than one. Along 
one front, it is beginning to ap­ 
pear, Russia is holding off Bri­ 
tain. And along a second, one 
Englishman is going into battle 
against another. The full import­ 
ance of this new line of conflict 
has not as yet • dawned on most 
Americans, but it is conceivable 
that it may have more influence 
on the final outcome of the war 
than anything that is happening 
around Moscow or Sevastopol. 
When H itler invaded Russia 
these columns pointed out what 
a dilemma that created for the 
British ruling classes. As a mat­ 
ter of elementary military stra­ 
tegy they must help the be­ 
leaguered communist state. But 
as a m atter of protection for 
their own interests they must see 
that Stalin did not get too much 
help. He must not overwhelm 
the Germans. He must not be 
able to sweep into western Eu 
rope in triumph. A German vic­ 
tory in Russia could not produce 
any such panic among the privi­ 
leged classes of England as would 
certainly follow a Russian vic­ 
tory in Germany. Britain must 
therefore help Russia, but not 
too much. Apparently, this is just 
what Stalin now suspects that 
Churchill is trying to do—dis­ 
pense a carefully rationed meas­ 
ure of aid. And apparently, this 
is what a great section of the 
British work ing class fears that 
Churchill is trying to do. Or if 
not Churchill, then the

group which holds such power in 
his cabinet. 
Only this suspicion will suffice 
to explain the amazing reports 
which 
have 
begun 
to 
filter 
through from Iran. In that tra­ 
ditional cock pit of imperialism a 
British army which might be of 
inestimable importance in the de­ 
fense of the Caucasus is being 
held immobile by Russian re­ 
fusal to collaborate. The head of 
the British propaganda service, 
Sir W a l t e r 
Monck ton, 
was 
grounded for week s in Teheran 
because the Russian authorities 
would not permit him to fly over 
their territory in a British plane 
on his way to consult with the 


sian plane was said to be avail­ 
able. ‘There is absolutely no 
question,” writes the editor of 
the New York paper PM, who 
has just returned from Moscow, 
“but that the Soviet government 
still is deeply suspicious of the 
capitalistic governments of Bri 
tain and the United States, par- 
ticulary of Britain. I am emphatic 
about this simply because it will 
be emphatically denied. Never­ 
theless it’s true.” 
American 
correspondents 
in 
London have finally begun to 
slip dispatches through the cen­ 
sorship which show how 
this 
same distrust is poisoning Anglo- 
Russian relations at this critical 
moment. “The Russians,” accord­ 
ing to Carroll Binder, the well 
informed foreign editor of the 
Chicago Daily News, “are still 
too suspicious of the British to 
welcome British troops on Rus­ 
sian soil as co-defenders of the 
Caucasian oil wells for which 
Hitler is fighting so desperately.” 
Stalin wants British help. 
He 
wants it desperately. But he does 
not want it in a form which will 
put a British army in control 
of Soviet oil fields, for he does 
not believe that, once British 
troops are there, he will ever get 
them out again. He wants Brit­ 
ish help at a safe distance—by 
an invasion of France or Italy or 
the coast of the lowlands. 
So much for the front which 
has been opened between Britain 
and Russia. Even more revealing 
are the reports which are now 
coming from London. Great mass 
meetings are being held to pro 
test 
against the government’s 
Russian policy. A deputation al­ 
leged to represent work ers in 
shipyards, steel work s, airplane 
factories and other vital indus­ 
tries has forced a reception at 
10 Downing Street and served a 
formal demand on Mr. Churchill 
for the expulsion of a number of 
the members of his cabinet. Miss 
Ellen Wilk inson, probably the 
most respected woman member 
of the Labor party in Parliament, 
was howled down at a demon­ 
stration 
in 
Trafalgar 
square 
while trying to defend the gov 
emment’s refusal to attempt an 
invasion of the Continent. 
Evidently a new front is being 
opened within Britain, with the 
government and the established 
classes on one side while a grow­ 
ing portion of labor is ranging 
itself on the other. Not labor 
with a capital “L”; not the disci­ 
plined and conservative labor of 
the Labor party and the old-line 
trade unions. But a new labor, 
hitherto almost inarticulate, as 
suspicious of the tory influences 
around Churchill as is Stalin 
himself, and rapidly growing as 
class conscious as any Marxist 
proletarian. 
To a considerable extent the 
first demonstrations in England 
against the government’s Russian 
policy can be charged to the 
British branch of the Commu­ 
nist party. Undoubtedly the party 
members have been responsible 
for arranging most of the mass 
meetings, just as party members 
in this country were responsible 
for the heck ling which drove 
Lord 
Halifax 
into 
silence 
at 
Madison Square Garden last week . 
But there is something deeper 
than Communist party strategy 
behind the outbursts in Britain. 


That something deeper is the fact 
that a large and growing section 
of the work ing classes no longer 
trust those who have hitherto 
ruled Britain, while at the same 
time they see in Russia the hope 
and symbol of a transfer of 
power. They suspect those now 
in the seats of power of a will 
ingness to betray Russia rather 
than see the Soviet, government 
gain a great victory, and in the 
betrayal of Russia they discern 
their own betrayal. 
The truth is that Britain’s rul 
ing classes are in an exceedingly 
tight 
spot They have always 
proved able to handle ‘‘regular’ 
labor, as they showed with such 
consummate ease when the two 
Macdonald cabinets took office. 
They have little to fear today 
from leaders'of unions who are 
themselves 
seek ing to protect 
and promote vested interests in 
a conservative labor hierarchy. 
A Bevin or a Herbert Morrison 
no longer disturbs them. But can 
the tories who have ruled Eng­ 
land from the Carlton Club and 
the drawing rooms of Mayfair 
control this new work ing class, 
loud in its proclamation of broth­ 
erhood with the Soviets? 
A first indication of the mis­ 
giving which is creeping into the 
British tory mind may be seen 
in an editorial in which the Lon­ 
don Times has declared that Eng­ 
land must mak e Russia “a full 
partner in peace as well as in 
war,” and has asserted that “the 
Russian economic system will fit 
easily enough” into the post-war 
order which Britain has in view. 
It must have been a bitter dose 
for the old Thunderer to down 
any such heresies, but it has 
swallowed them without gagging. 
It may have to swallow even 
more noxious 
draughts if the 
growl of proletarian anger grows 
louder. More than minor cabinet 
shifts will be required to stifle 
that growl. 
For the first time since he in­ 
vaded Russia last June it be­ 
gins to look as though Hitler 
might be fighting there for more 
than oil and wheat and release 
from the threat of the Red Army. 
He may not have planned it 
that way, but every mile of ad­ 
vance which his armies register 
in Russia while British guns stand 
silent opens more deeply this 
new battlefront 
within Britain 
itself. If Hitler should be able 
to win a smashing victory over 
Stalin without effective British 
aid ever being thrown into the 
struggle, the result may be an ex 
plosion inside England. 
Stalin does not trust the Brit­ 
ish ruling classes, and with rea­ 
son. That same mistrust is now 
spreading to a newly powerful 
portion of British labor—power­ 
ful because it is concentrated in 
essential war industries. Church 
ill’s problem thus becomes 
in 
many ways the hardest of the 
war. He must k eep Stalin in line 
and regain the 
confidence 
of 
these 
British work ers without 
losing the support of the privi­ 
leged classes which control his 
own party. No juggler ever es­ 
sayed a more difficult feat. If 
he brings it off he will be ac­ 
claimed as one of the miracle- 
men of history. But if he fails, a 
Russian cbllapse may bring an 
internal crisis to Britain which 
no political maneuvering can re­ 
solve.

The column described 
three 
purported provisions of the con­ 
tract. All three are incorrect. 
They need not have been, since 
the entire contract between De­ 
fense Plant Corporation and the 
Aluminum Company of America 
was printed in the Congressional 
Record of October 16, beginning 
on page 8135. 
The column stated under num­ 
eral 1: 
“Alcoa, despite its use of Gov- 
emm jnt money and Government 
power, was to produce only the 
amount of aluminium it desired. 
In other words, production was 
regulated by what it produced 
in its own plants, and any time 
it shut down its own plants. It 
could also close down the Gov- 
ment-owned factories." 
Actually, the contract provides 
that: 
“After 
the 
leased 
smelting 
plants shall be ready for sub­ 
stantially full operation (which 
for the purpose of this agree­ 
ment shall be considered eighty 
per cent (8 0%) of the capacity 
for which thè plants were 
de- 
signed), tha a g g reg a te pro duc- 


tion in the leased smelting plants 
shall be 
approximately in the 
same proportion to the aggre­ 
gate productive capacity in said 
plants as the aggregate produc­ 
tion in the owned smelting plants 
is to the aggregate productive 
capacity of the said owned plants, 
and shall be regulated in ac­ 
cordance with that proportion at 
all times; provided, however, that 
if such production shall for any 
six (6) months’ period average 
less than forty per cent (40%) 
of aggregate productive capa­ 
city, either party hereto may, 
at its election, terminate this 
agreement upon sixty (60) days’ 
written 
notice 
to 
the 
other. 
‘Productive capacity’ of any plant 
is defined for the purposes of 
this agreement as the maximum 
sustained production for which 
its units which are from time to 
time completed and ready for 
operation are designed or the 
maximum sustained production 
ever 
attained therein over a 
period of thirty (30) consecutive 
days, whichever is the greater. 
After the leased smelting plants 
are ready for partial operation 
but prior to the time when such 
plants shall be ready for sub­ 
stantially full operation, produc­ 
tion therein shall be regulated 
in such manner as the parties 
shall agree. 
“Nothing 
contained 
in 
this 
agreement shall be deemed to 
restrict either Defense Corpora­ 
tion or Alcoa from at any time 
building new plants or mak ing 
additions to plants at any time 
existing.” 
The column stated under num­ 
eral 2: 
“The Government got no real 
control 
over aluminum prices. 
A 
fancy 
price 
formula 
was 
work ed out, but since Alcoa will 
purchase its bauxite or raw ma­ 
terial from itself, actually it can 
regulate the price.” 
This is utterly false. 
The contract states: 
“ If, at any time, in the opinion 
o f the Defense Corporation, the 
price a t which Alcoa is selling 
the aluminum produced in the 
lea sed smelting planta results in 
unrea so na ble pro fits 
from the op­ 
era tio n thereo f, a fter ma king 
due a llo wa nce fo r a mo rtiza tio n 


and a fair return on the invest­ 
ment involved, Defense Corpo­ 
ration and Alcoa shall attempt 
to agree upon a price satisfactory 
to Defense Corporation and in 
the event of failure to agree 
upon such a satisfactory price, 
Defense Corporation shall then 
have the right to cancel this 
agreement upon six (6) months’ 
notice in writing to Alcou. 
Wh a t

sh a ll b e in th e fin a l d etermin a ­ 
tio n o ft Defen se Co rp o ra tio n 
On this point the contract fur­ 
ther states: 
“D e f e n s e Corporation may

Corporation and Alcoa.”

NEW YORK, Nov. 14—The In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Eelec- 
trical Work ers of the American 
Federation of Labor recently held 
its convention in St. Louis and, 
according to its own peculiar in­ 
terpretation of the housecleaning 
resolution adopted with hesitant 
piety 
by the AFL in 
Seattle, 
elected 
to 
international 
office 
three men with criminal records. 
The three are, in order of their 
rank s: 
William A. Hogan, of Local 3 
of New York , treasurer. 
Michael J. (Umbrella 
Mik e) 
Boyle, of Chicago, vice president. 
Harry Van Arsdale, jr., business 
manager of Local 3, member of 
the executive council.' 
Hogan was convicted of grand 
larceny, first degree, in New York , 
after trial, on June 30, 1922, and 
was sentenced to serve not less 
than one and one-half years nor 
more than three years in Sing 
Sing. He was commuted by Gov. 
A1 Smith in July, 
1923, two 
months before the expiration of 
his minimum term, as a hardship 
case. The indictment, which arose 
from the Lock wood investigation 
of corrupt practices by unioneers 
and others in the building indus­ 
try, charged 
that, as financial 
secretary and trustee of Local 3, 
Hogan stole $21,675. 
Notwith 
standing his conviction on a charge 
of robbing his own union, 
H 0un 
was restored to office in Local 3 
and raised to a position of even 
greater financial trust in the In­ 
ternational union on the ground 
that his conviction was “a bum 
rap.” 
Boyle, who is a habitual vice 
president and notorious unioneer 
of the Chicago area, was convict­ 
ed of extorting money from build­ 
ers and servd a term behind the 
bars, but was released on the plea 
of the late Sam Gompers, nowith- 
standing the remark of the U. S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals that he 
had been depicted as a highway­ 
man, a betrayer of labor and a 
leech on commerce. 
Van Arsdale was convicted of 
shooting two fellow unioneers in 
an intra-union fight in Local 3 
on Feb. 24, 1933. 
He was sen­ 
tenced to serve from six to 12 
years in Sing Sing. 
During the 
trial reference was made to Hen­ 
ry Godell, a member of the fac­ 
tor opposing Van Arsdale, and 
William 
Sorenson, 
one of the 
wounded men, said, on the wit­ 
ness stand: “He is dead; he was 
murdered right afterward.” 
Godell had helped Sorenson to 
his feet after he was shot down. 
Godell, undoubtedly was murder­ 
ed, but the murder 
never was 
solved. He was waylaid and shot 
and the fact that he had been 
a witness to the original affray 
prompted the prosecutor to ask 


Sorenson about him. 
Sorenson, 
in 
a statement, a 
sort time after he was hit, said: 
“Van Arsdale pulled a gun. He 
fired at me. The first bullet hit 
me in the stomach. 
He fired 
another shot at me.” 
Van Arsdale’s conviction wa s 
reversed on trial errors, no ques- 
\ 
tion of perjury being involved, and 
the 
indictment was 
dismissed, 
without retrial, on the recommen­ 
dation of an assistant prosecutor 
on May 5, 1935, with the explana* 
tion that the two wounded mear 
desired to withdraw their com­ 
plaints because “the best interests 
of the union warrant that at­ 
titude.” 
These two men had received 
$15,000 from the union and the 
assistant prosecutor stated that 
they were not indicating their 
desire to withdraw the complaint 
“because of this consideration.’* 
Since then, however, on April 
9 of this year, Van Arsdale was 
convicted of rioting and he is 
now under sentence to a term of 
from one to two years in Sing 
Sing. A certificate of reasonable 
doubt has been granted and an 
appeal is pending. 
During the trouble over the 
shooting in 1933, another member 
of the local, by name Adelbert 
Letscher, was sprayed-in the face 
with acid after he had given tesi- 
mony in a preliminary hearing, 
which preceded Van Arsdale’s ini 
dictment. 
He, too, has since de­ 
cided in favor of union solidarity 
under Van Arsdale’s 
leadership 
and his name has since been re­ 
corded in the police files as Al­ 
bert Litscher. 
The Nov. 5 issue of the Elec­ 
trical Union World, the official 
organ of 
Van Arsdale’s 
ruling 
group, contains an editorial cov­ 
ering, an entire page in which it 
is represented to the membership 
that these dispatches have twist­ 
ed the facts, “greasing them with 
innuendoes, sneering and snick er­ 
ing about them, until a totally 
false impression is created.” 
The truth is that Van Arsdale 
himself has admitted to your 
correspondent that the facts as 
stated in this column are true. 
He remark ed, however, that some 
of the boys in his organization , 
dislik ed the manner in which the 
Á 
facts were presented. 
The editorial itself might be ac - a 
cused of attempting to deceive théT 
union members at their own ex­ 
pense and for the advantage of 
their union bosses, for it ti 
dy 
ignores most of the facts 
ere 
presented, and wholly neglc

remind the members that

men with criminal records were 
elected to high office in their In­ 
ternational union after the AFL 
had been compelled to adopt its 
bashful resolution in favor of puri­ 
fication.

whole planet were at peace. In 
peace 
time, however, the 
case 
would attract wide attention. But 
now, behind the smok escreen of 
war, Fascism marches with long 
unnoticed strides. While pointing 
to a fire across the street, the 
New Deal pick s your pock etbook . 
The principle of reasonable regu­ 
lation of business in the public 
interest is as old as Black stone 
and Cok e. Centuries ago it was 
applied to inns, forries, toll bridg­ 
es, short weights. To this prin­ 
ciple, honestly applied, there can 
be no objection. 
But this of which I write, and 
scores of similar matters are not 
these old precedents. They are a 
a mere difference in degree from 
difference in k ind. The difference 
is between free enterprise and Na­ 
tional Socialism as witnessed in 
Germany .today. 
, 
It is essentially a war against 
property. An indispensable part 
of ownership is management. If 
you own a farm or a grocery store 
you have the right (or do you, or 
will youT) to hire your help, sel­ 
ect your foreman, and fix their 
wages by agreement satisfactory 
to them. If the government can 
force you to tak e a superintend­ 
ent chosen by it you cease to be 
the owner in any true sense of 
the word. You may have a deed 
to your farm, or cow, but If the 


government can tell you what 
you may plow and plant and the 
prices at which you must sell, or 
select some one to milk your cow 
but k eep the milk , what are your 
paper titles worth? 
Now whether you put your mon­ 
ey into a farm, or a factory, you 
have, or did have until the fouL 
seed of the collectivist philosophy 
was sown in America, the right 
to manage it. If it is an incorp­ 
orated 
company you have 
the 
right to participate in the elec­ 
tion of directors, and they to 
choose the president and other 
managers of your property. Tak e 
that right away and the essence 
of your ownership is gone. 
And it is now being tak en away 
by proceedings such as this, by 
excessive taxation, by the Mad 
H atter building of public debt 
with eventual repudiation and the 
liquidation of the middle class, by 
political intimidation, by the bri­ 
bery of government contracts and 
favors. 
There are three ways to mak e 
an end to private property. One 
is to put the question clearly to 
the people, let them vote to tak e 
over a water plant, for example^ 
and pay the owner a fair price. 
That is honest. The second is to 
seize the property by armed force 
and liquidate the owners or k u­ 
lak s as in Russia. That is at least 
forthright. You k now it is being 
done.. 
The third is to fool the people 
lik e little children with the shin­ 
ing tinsel of their paper titles 
but s i l e n t l y , and behind the 
smok escreen o f w a r or “emer­ 
gency,” transfuse the life of free 
enterprise into the veins of a gov­ 
ernment that thus becomes the 
master” of men. This process is 
the most dishonest of all. It is 
the most contemptuous of democ­ 
racy, and one wonders if rightly, 
that the people are “too damned 
dumb to understand.” 
As Hitler said, “It gives us Na- J 
tional Socialists a special secret* 
pleasure to see how the people 
are unaware of what is being done 
to them.’* 
By processes such as these was 
National Socialism imposed on the 
German Reich. First the govern­ 
ment forced one or two of its 
stooges on the board of directors, 
and because these men bad big 
Government behind 
t he m , t he 
other directors began to fear to 
oppose them. Before long Adolf’s 
men dominated the company, sel­ 
ected the foremen and superinten­ 
dents and others all down the line, 
giving the juicy jobs only to Nazi 
party members. The light went 
out one by one and the black 
night of fear and silence fell over 
the land lik e the shroud of * lfo] 
ing death.
